| Family History of Prince. 
' The Maharaja of Baroda was 6% 
years of age. He was a descendant 


of the Gre »-Albanian | of the famous Mahratta leader, Ga- 


i\maji Gaekwar,'’Wwho obtained fro 
‘the Shahu of Satara the title of Sha- 
'maher Bahadur for bravery in the 
battle of Ballapur, fought against 
the imperial éorces of Delhi at the 
iclose of the scventeenth century 

The relgen of the dead Maharaja 
was one of progress and prosperity. 
His State tn India covers 8182 square 
miles, and contains a population of 
2,126,000 persons. He was a culture’ 
man, and had written extensively on 
India. Not alone was he popular in 
India, but also in England, this favt 
heing due to his strong support of 
British rule in India. 

During the-World War he dona‘e! 
from his own purse and from sub- 
scription raised by him several mil- 
lion pounds sterling. From his pri- 
vate purse his donations went for 
airplaness motor lorries and various 
war reHef funds. 

Revised Onerous Laws. 

Although the Maharaja during hi¢ 
rule introduced throughout tus 
State revisions of old laws which had 
proved onerous to his subjects, his 
rreatest attention was given to edu- 
cation. including technical training 
in industrial arts and handicraf’. 
Schoola were opened for people «f 
low caste and boarding schools for 
the lowest and previously neglected 
classes 

His son, Shrimat Jaisingrao, 
came a student at Harvard in 1904, 
and some years alter took several of 
his fellow students on a vacation to 
Baroda.
